Annunziata said U.S. poli¬ 
ticians want the authority to 
re-enter into another envi¬ 
ronmental process, some¬ 
thing Canadian board mem¬ 
bers don’t support because 
they feel it would cost too 
much money and time, 
slowing down the improve¬ 
ments officials on the 
American side of the border 
have been waiting several 
years for. 

Development can’t take 
place during the process of 
gathering environmental 

"In our mind, it would 
stop progress on all the 
things I just spoke of,” said 
Annunziata. 

“It’s my opinion that the 
U.S. caucus is more interest¬ 
ed in a headline, than what 
is better for the bridge.” 

He said the five Canadian 
board members are acting in 
a way they feel will provide 
the best direction for the 
authority and that U.S. mem¬ 
bers are doing the opposite. 

“It would appear the five 
American members are 
resolved to destroy the Peace 


Bridge.” 

New York State Senator 
George Maziarz spoke with 
the Fort Erie Times and said 
he fully supports Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo's resigna¬ 
tion to dissolve the PBA and 
call for the resignation of its 
general manager Ron 
Rienas. 

Although there was no 
funding available last year to 
move ahead with building a 
plaza on the U.S. side of die 
border, Maziarz said that has 
changed and the New York 
government is prepared to 
allocated dollars for the 
project, something that has 
been wanted for over 20 

"For a long time we didn't 
have our act together, but 
now Gov. Cuomo is moving 
the bail forward," he said. 

"We are ready to go on the 
U.S. side," he said. 

His argument is that the 
PBA has not given proper 
consideration to the U.S. 
side of the property it owns, 
considering the amount of 
investments that have taken 
place in Canada. 

"This authority has proven 
not to be fair and impartial. 
They have to be responsible 
for both sides."

The complaint filed to the 
Ontario watchdog alleged that 
the subject matter of the in¬ 
camera meeting did not fall 
within the 'personal matters' 
exception that council relied 
on for holding the discussion. 

"We have determined that 
this closed meeting was not 
authorized under the excep¬ 
tions of the Municipal Act," 
wrote Yvonne Heggie, an early 
resolution officer from the 
ombudsman's open meeting 
law enforcement team in a let¬ 
ter to the Town of Fort Erie. 

In Martin's public state¬ 
ments, he expressed a potential 
need for an integrity commis¬ 
sioner to be brought into Town 
Hall to oversee the process fol¬ 
lowed by members of council 
in closed session. This was dis¬ 
cussed in the private meeting 
and council directed the clerk 
to submit a report 
addressing all of the_ 


"The things that were hap¬ 
pening in closed session, I 
didn't agree with," said Martin. 

He feels some of his col¬ 
leagues should have erred on 
the same side of caution he did 
before entering the meeting. If 
they did, the ombudsman 
would have no reason for point¬ 
ing out the alleged breach 
made by council. 

"There are things you can 
and can't do in closed session 
and this didn't fit the require¬ 
ments, yet certain members of 
council continued with this,"

said Martin. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill, who 
chaired the closed meeting, 
said that because council mem¬ 
bers were assessing and 
expressing views about the 
mayor's conduct, the discus¬ 
sion was believed to fall within 
the 'personal matters' excep¬ 
tion of the Municipal Act. 

"Because the discussions 
included information that was 
the subject of closed meetings 
generally, council members 
wanted to avoid breaching con¬ 
fidentiality themselves," said 
Hill.

Opening Day at the 
Fort Erie Race track has 
nothing to do with coun¬ 
cil, nor does the Prince 
of Wales Stakes Race. 

At Monday's regular 
council meeting, Ward 5 
Coun. Don Lubberts 
brought to everyone's 
attention that he and 
other members of coun¬ 
cil have not received for¬ 
mal invitation to the 


track on May 26 and the 
semi-formal lunch buffet 
that takes place in the 
Turf Side Restaurant. 

This happened back 
in 2010 when Ward 6 
Coun. Ann-Marie Noyes 
was not invited to a free 
lunch during the Prince 
of Wales Stakes Race, 
the only member of 
council at the time who 
was not asked to attend. 

Knowing that four 
members of council are 
going through the same 
thing this year is some¬ 
thing that must have 
brought back some mem¬ 
ories for her considering 
she was in the audience 
at Monday's meeting. 

I'm not saying she 
didn't have the right to 


be upset. I'm pretty sure 
I said that when this all 
unfolded three years 
ago. 

Although Lubberts 
was the only member of 
council to speak about 
this on Monday, I can 
only assume that others 
are curious as to why 
they didn't make the 
guest list. 

I don't want to sound 
like I'm pretending to 
have all the information 
and advice members of 
council will need to 
address this, but all I can 
say is that it isn't a big 

We all know that four 
members of council and 
Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium chief execu¬ 


tive officer Jim Hubert 
haven't seen eye-to-eye 
on several issues and 
that's what certainly has 
played a role in this 
recent snub. 

If it's any consolation, 
I get along just fine with 
Hubert and I didn't get 
an invitation. 

I didn't expect to 

I reached out to 
Hubert the next day to 
get a better understand¬ 
ing of why all members 
of council were not invit¬ 
ed to the free lunch and 
if it is true that some of 
them were left off the 
list. 

He said everyone was 
given full consideration 
and then listed a number 


of decisions made that 
some might believe was 
the reasoning behind it. 

This would be my first 
guess, that it's all about 
politics. 

In Hubert's response, 
he said the decision to 
leave certain members of 
council off the list of 
invited guests has noth¬ 
ing to do with political 
actions and his opinion 
of them but how others

ebration of the 116th 
year of the Fort Erie 
Race Track and not one 
that we would want to 
spoil by inadvertently 
mixing people involved 
in such diametrically 
opposed opinions on cur¬ 


rent local political ide¬ 
als,” said Hubert. 

He then followed up 
by saying that consider¬ 
ation would be given to 
anyone who makes a 
personal request to 
attend as guests of the 
racing consortium. 

Something as simple 
as a free lunch is once 
again a contentious local 
issue that has two sides 
to the story.

Check rules for cyclists before 
stating them, says reader 


This is a response to the letter 
from Barbara Williams dated May 
9, 2013 

Many cyclists are opting to ride 
facing traffic when riding along the 
edge of the road to increase their 
own safety, not only are cyclists 
able to see when they are in harms 
way from wayward drivers who are 
not paying attention or are in no 
condition to be driving, but also it 
decreases the chance of a cyclist 
being kidnapped from moving 
vehicles. 

I don't believe it matters which 
way a cyclist is travelling along the 


side of a road, as a driver you 
should be prepared to see and act 
appropriately when driving around 
corners and blind areas, whether it 
be a bicycle, a child, or an animal. 

As for citing the cycling rules, it 
would be best to check what they 
are first. 

As per cycling rules and eti¬ 
quette: 

If there is no shoulder or bike 
lane, and the curb land is narrow 
(less than 1 metre wide) cyclists 
may choose to take the whole lane 
by riding in the centre of it. 

This can be safer than riding near 
the curb, which may encourage 


motorists to squeeze by where there 
is not sufficient room. 

Cyclists should also consider 
taking the lane when going the 
same speed as other traffic. 

This will keep you out of motor¬ 
ists blind spots and reduce con¬ 
flicts with right turning traffic. 

Be prepared for the occasional 
frustrated driver who is not famil¬ 
iar with the safe and legal opera¬ 
tion of a bicycle.

Congratulations to this 
year's Fort Erie Sports Wall 
of Fame Inductees. All well- 
deserved. 

For a long time, I didn't 
pay much attention to the 
Sports Wall of Fame, but I 
certanly do now. I can say 
that being selected to it is a 
humbling enough experi¬ 
ence that it makes you think 
of others who are far more 
deserving to be on that wall 
than yourself. This is my 
personal list of deserving, 
but absent, Fort Erie area 
athletes, builders, coaches, 
teams etc. who I think 
should be up there. 

1. Dr. Richard Hughson 
attended RCBHS and 
excelled in track and Cross- 
Country. He competed at 
the university, national and 
international level in the 
marathon, winning a Gold 
Medal for Canada at the 
1979 Pan American Games. 
He is currently a research 
physiologist attheUniversity 
of Waterloo. 

2. Jason Wurster. Third on 
the all-time Canadian list in 
the pole vault behind only 
Doug Wood and Shawn 
Barber. Five- time Canadian 
Champion in the pole vault. 
Represented Canada at the 
Commonwealth Games, 
and World University 
Games. 

3. 1966 to 1970 RCBHS 
Blue Devils Football Teams. 
Under Coaches Pat Hudak, 
John White, Dick Zanchin, 
Mr. Albinson et al, the Blue 
Devils won 3 Zone III 
Championships in 5 years. 
All three were undefeated 
seasons, back in the day 
when all the high schools, 
large or small, played each 
other. Ridgeway was the 
smallest, but defeated the 
biggest. 

4. Jack Smalldon, Helen 
Voljak, Howie Chesney and 


the rest of the founders of 
the Fort Erie Spartans Track 
and Field program. Back in 
the 70's this selfless group of 
adults formed a very suc- 
cesful summer track and 
field club which not only 
provided training, direction 
and structure for a genera¬ 
tion of Fort Erie kids, but 
also produced several 
championship medal per¬ 
formances at the Provincial 
level. They got a simple but 
effective message across to 
hundreds of people from my 
age bracket who were once 
a Spartan: If you want results 
in life, you have to work 

5. 1963 FESS Football 
Team. Even at the high 
school level what this team 
did was impressive. Under 
Coach Borgersen, these 
boys went 8-0 on their way 
totheSOSSAChampionship. 
Their record included 5 
shutouts in 8 games, and 
they only allowed 3 touch¬ 
downs all season. 

6. Jeremy Rae. The only 
Fort Eriean that I'm aware of 
who has broken the four 
minute barrier in the mile. 
This is an amazing feat, but 
Jeremy's career is just start¬ 
ing. 

7. George Krupa, a man 
from Stevensville who was 
instrumental in giving local 
youth the opportunity to 
learn about pole vaulting is 
another name that should 
be considered. 

If you are a friend, family 
or fan of any of these folks, 
the nomination process is 
open for anyone to nomi¬ 
nate them to be named to 
the Greater Fort Erie Sports 
Wall of Fame.

“It was very worrisome, 
very stressful,” Jackie 
recalled. 

“We own our home here, 
our kids go to school here. If 
this industry goes away, it 
would be tough to find a job 
when you’re 56 and 45.” 

But with the Ontario gov¬ 
ernment announcing in 
March it had reached a tran¬ 
sition funding agreement 
with the Fort Erie Race 
Track, the Eders are busy 
these days helping to pre¬ 
pare the track for its May 26 
opening day. 

The track has been on the 
verge of closing every sea¬ 
son for a number of years. 

“We’ve been so close to 
being gone,” said Jim Thibert, 
chief executive officer of the 
Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium, which has been 
running the track for almost 
three years, and general 
manager and Fort Erie 
Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation. 

In the past, between 1,500 
and 2,000 people have made 
their living at the track even 
thought they’re not neces¬ 
sarily track employees. 

“I would estimate we’ll 
have about 500 people on 
the backstretch including 
grooms, exercise riders, 
blacksmiths, veterinarians 
and feed companies," said 
Sue Leslie, president of the 
Ontario Horse Racing 
Industry Association, 

“We’re in grocery stores. 
We’re in dry cleaners. We’re 
in gas stations. These are all 
people who, if there’s no 
racetrack, they wouldn't be 
in Fort Erie.” 

Thibert said the venue has 
a $200 million economic 
impact on the town, the 
Niagara Region and the 
province. 

Diane Simsovic, director 
of economic development 
with the Niagara Region, 
said it’s not uncommon for a 
business to have a positive 
economic impact on its 
neighbours. 

“A business of this size 
also does a certain portion 
of its purchasing of goods 
and services from local busi¬ 
nesses both within Fort Erie 
and from neighbouring 
municipalities — again with 
positive economic impact," 
she said. 

Employees also contrib¬ 


ute positive economic 
impact as they spend their 
wages both in Fort Erie and 
in neighbouring municipali¬ 
ties. 

“The impact will be sig¬ 
nificant, not only in Fort 


Erie, but elsewhere in the 
region,” said Joe Kushner, an 
economics professor at 
Brock University. 

Simsovic said the Fort Erie 
Race Track is also an impor¬ 
tant component of Niagara’s 


tourism industry. 

“It is one more attraction 
that encourages visitors to 
Niagara to stay longer, which 
has a positive economic 
impact for all municipalities 
in the region, and particu¬

It was announced last month that 
the Niagara Health System would be 
investing $500,000 into the site for 
improvements. 

The DMH Foundation also covered a 
portion of the cost. 

There are 46 patient beds in the pal¬ 
liative care unit with 12 of them on the 
second floor and the remainder on the 

Once the improvements are com¬ 
plete at the end of June, all patients will 
be treated on the same floor. 

"From a nursing perspective, it will 
be a lot better and certainly more effi¬ 
cient," said DMH vice-president of 


patient services Kim Stephens-Woods. 

The renovations will also create six 
refurbished rooms that can more com¬ 
fortably accommodate loved ones of 
patients who are visiting the site. 

Bathroom and shower renovations 
to rooms will also benefit patients, said 
site director Joanna Mataya. 

"It will be very patient-centred," she 
said. 

Mataya also said it will improve 
rehabilitation needs for patients, with 
everyone receiving care on the same 

"It will allow the therapists to do a 
more accurate assessment of their 
function," said Mataya. 

Stephens-Woods said although the 
improvements are just getting under¬ 
way, this is something staff at the site 
has been waiting on for years. 

She said the quality of care will 
improve considerably. 

"This will enhance the care we've 
been able to provide, along with care 
we can provide better," said Stephens- 
Woods. 

"It will bring a better patient-care 
approach," she added. 

Recently, a sun-room for loved ones 
of patients in the palliative care unit 
was made possible by the DMH 
Foundation and Ladies Auxiliary. 

Stephens-Woods said it will serve as 
a wonderful addition once the first 
phase of renovations are finished. 

"Piece-by-piece, we're putting this 
together," she said. 

The second phase of improvements 
is expected to be finished by the fall 
season.

Mack's death seen as a 'catalyst to save lives'

It’s been nearly five years 
since Josh Mack’s car 
plunged into the Welland 
Canal, killing the 24-year- 
old Ridgeway man. 

It’s also been nearly five 
years since his family 
began the fight to see mod¬ 
ifications made to the 
bridge where he died. 

On May 1, their efforts 
came to a head as work got 
underway to install an 
additional barrier at the 
Mellanby Ave. jackknife 
bridge near in Port 
Colborne. 

“It’s probably one of the 
most bittersweet moments 
of my life,” said Corey 
Simon, Mack’s best friend 
who has worked alongside 
the family to see the 
changes implemented. 

“For them to finally do 
this is phenomenal, but by 
the same token it’s because 
of the death of my best 

Mack's family worked 
painstakingly hard to 
ensure a similar tragedy 
would not happen again, 
Simon said. 

“They poured every 
ounce of energy into this 
to get it done.” 

The barrier will supple¬ 
ment existing gates at the 
bridge, said St. Lawrence 
Seaway Management Corp. 
spokesperson Andrew 
Bogora. 

It includes an arm with a 
strong cable inside that 
will stretch across the 
roadway in front of the

bridge when it is raised. 

"If a car failed to stop, it 
would then be caught by 
the cable and restrained,” 
Bogora said, adding it will 
work similar to a ship 
arrester found within the 
canal's locks. 

The seaway corporation 
is working closely with 
Niagara Region and the 
City of Port Colborne on 
the project, which is 
expected to be completed 
by May 14. 

There are no immediate 
plans to put similar barri¬ 
ers in place at any other 
Niagara bridges. A consul¬ 
tant was brought in by the 
seaway corporation to 
evaluate the bridges, their 
unique characteristics and 
whether further precau¬ 
tionary measures were 
needed, he said, though 
none were identified. 

Simon believes the mod¬ 
ifications are going to 
make the bridge safer for 
residents, visitors and the 
region as a whole. 

“When we were asking 
for something to be done, 
we were asking for some¬ 
thing like this,” he said, 
while standing by the con¬ 
struction site. 

“We wouldn’t settle for 
anything less." 

While pleased the work 
is pressing forward, Simon 
is disheartened that it took

Carina Frammartino's 
passion for anti-bullying, the 
lesbian and gay community 
and mental health has been 
the driving force behind her 
first single Makes Me Feel 
Better. 

Since the release of Makes 
Me Feel Better, Carina has 
been working on her second 
song, which is now done and 
in the works to make into the 

Her second song shows a 
darker side to Carina, which 
she described as a little 
edgy. 

"The second song (which 
is untitled right now), is a 
serious topic. It's about fall¬ 


ing in love with someone 
and the person gets their 
heart broken, which causes 
them to go through depres¬ 
sion. The song is really the 
exact opposite of Makes Me 
Feel Better," she said. "It has 
a more gothic touch to it." 

Carina wants her listeners 
to feel connected to her. 

"I was bullied a lot grow¬ 
ing up, to the point where I 
didn't like stepping foot into 
my high school. It was bad, 
and I've also been diagnosed 
with clinical depression," 
she said. 

She hopes that through 
her music and positive mes¬ 
sage that she can shadow 
the stigma associated with 
mental illnesses. 

"All three of my passions 
are closely linked to one 


another. There are such 
young people out there that 
don't realize how important 
they are. I'm proof that it 
does get better," she said. 

"Pick your battles in life, is 
it worth fighting? At the end 
of the day you're still beauti¬ 
ful. Those people are miser¬ 
able and if you're miserable 
you want to bring others 
down with you." 

Because of the anxiety 
created by her bullies, she 
has kept herself off the 
Internet as much as possi¬ 
ble. She's hesitated doing 
YouTube videos and putting 
herself out there. 

"I am going to start doing 
YouTube covers. Because of 
the bullying, I held back, but 
I can't let those things in life 
hold me back I just need to 


keep going. I've learned that 
you can't take it too seriously 
and you just have to move 
on. Those people only have 
power over you if you let 
them," she said. 

Carina is a talented song¬ 
writer and uses inspirations 
from her life to drive her 

She is also working on a 
third song, which will focus 
on anti-bullying. 

Carina will be performing 
at the Rise Against Bullying 
youth benefit concert, which 
will take place in June at the 
Sanctuary in Ridgeway. She 
will be opening for Saidat, 
who is a motivational speak¬

Monday's game seven 
between the Toronto 
Maple Leafs and the 
Boston Bruins certainly 
had a local connection. 

Brad Kovachik has 
been a linesman with the 
National Hockey League 
since 1996 and has 
already officiated four 


games in the Stanley Cup 
Playoffs this year and the 
fifth was Monday's 
match-up, a 4-1 victory 
for the Bruins. 

Kovachik has worked 
89 post-season games in 
his career and 1,025 reg¬ 
ular season games. 

Monday night's show¬ 
down between the Leafs 
and Bruins is not the first 
game seven he has 
worked either. 


When asked if the final 
game of a playoff series 
is any more stressful than 
one earlier in the round 
or in the regular season, 
he agreed it is more 
intense but there is no 
reason to be nervous 
leading up to the open¬ 
ing face-off. 

"You need to have con¬ 
fidence in your ability, 
you're chosen to do game 


said during a phone 
interview from Boston. 

Growing up as a child, 
Kovachik was a Bruins 
fan, but that doesn't 
mean anything, he said. 

"There's nothing really 
to it." 

Every official working 
in the NHL had a team 
they cheered for growing 
up, but once they hit the 
ice for the first time to 
work a game in the big 
league, that all 


goes away. 

"In this profession, you 
don't take sides," said 
Kovachik. 

In the first round of 
playoffs, he worked two 
games in the series 
between the St. Louis 
Blues and the Los Angeles 
Kings and also two games 
in the match-up between 
the Detroit Red Wings 
and Anaheim Ducks. 

After Monday's Leafs 
and Bruins game, he 


expects to hear whether 
or not he will be advanc¬ 
ing to the second round. 

"I'll do tonight's game 
and worry about that 
later," he said on 
Monday. 

Kovachik worked his 
first playoff game in 2001 
between the Edmonton 
Oilers and Dallas Stars. 

He was born in 
Woodstock, Ont., but 
currently resides in Fort 
Erie with his family.
